stopped at the Battle of the M arne early in 
S eptem ber 1914. both sides realized that 
the w estern ends of th eir lines w ere exceed­ 
ingly vulnerable. A series of rapid encount­ 
ers took place, in w hich each arm y tried to 
ou tflan k the other. 
B efore these battles began, how ever, the 
G erm ans besieged A ntw erp late in Septem ­ 
b e r and com pelled the Belgian arm y to 
evacuate th e city. W hat was left of this arm y 
m ade th e ir way along the coast to the Y ser 
R iver, which flows from F rance through 
F lan d ers to N ieupcrt. They defended th at 
tin y co rn er of Belgium so well th at they kept 
it free thro u gh o u t the w ar. A t the end of 
O ctober, th e locks at N ieupcrt w ere opened 
to let in th e N orth Sea, w hich flooded the 


low ground and helped to protect the area. 
Meanwhile, on Oct. 12. British, French and 
German cavalry met head on in the sector 
between La Bassee and Arm entieres. They 
did not fight on horseback but on foot, as 
dismounted Union and Confederate cavalry­ 
men had done during the later part of the 
Civil War. The Germans were stopped but 
only temporarily, for they were stronger in 
m en and guns On Oct. 20 they attacked the 
B ritish in front of Nieuport 
And on that 
sam e day British troops arrived at Ypres 
(rhym es w ith zebra) to defend the ridge east 
of that important comm unications center. 
Starting on Oct. 30, Ypres became one of 
the most hotly contested sectors of the war. 
Shells kept failing there for four years From 
Nov. l l to 22,1914, the fighting around Ypre* 


for ' Wipers ’) ai the British called it. was so 
intense that there were 250.000 casualties on 
the field. And as was so often to be the case 
in this war, nothing decisive was accom­ 
plished. 
The armies were still using obsolete tactics

the lesson the hard way— over mountains of 
corpses. In order to learn, nearly a whole 
generation of young men was sacrificed. 
The W estern Front was now complete. It 
extended 400 m iles from the Swiss border ta 
Nieuport on the North Sea It was to remain 
almost unchanged for four years while in­ 
credibly bloody struggles went on to gain a 
few feet of land that was often lost again, 
in the seem ingly endless conflict.
